Budget  Cuts  Cut  into

Chinatown's  Josiah  Quincy  Elementary 
School  and  Upper  School  -  along  with  all 
Boston  public  schools  -  must  find  a  way  to 
cut  costs  by  10%  for  the  next  school  year's 
budget. 


The  10%  budget  cut  was  announced  in 
late  March  when  the  Boston  Public  School 
System  made  its  budget  proposal  for  2004. 
The  cuts  could  go  deeper  if  the  State 
decides  to  cut  school  funding  more  than 
anticipated. 

To  reduce  costs  by  10%,  the  Boston

Public  School  System  has  proposed 
increasing  class  sizes,  freezing  salaries, 
increasing  caseloads,  closing  five  schools, 
and  posting  ads  on  school  busses. 

Long-time  Boston  Public  School  offi¬ 
cials  say  that  these  cuts  are  the  worst  since 
1981,  said  spokesperson  for  Boston  Public 


Schools,  Jonathan  Palumbo. 

"Well  be  there;  we'll  be  doing  the  same 
amount  of  work,"  said  Palumbo,  "it's  just 
that  less  of  us  will  be  doing  it."

Gaiety  Theatre  Denied 
Landmark  Designation

A  1908  Chinatown-area  theater  that 
was  designed  by  the  same  person  who 
designed  the  Wang  Theater  will  likely 
be  demolished  in  coming  months,  fol¬ 
lowing  its  denial  of  landmark  designa¬ 
tion  late  last  month. 

On  April  22,  the  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  -  without  a  vote  -  declined 
granting  the  Gaiety  Theatre  at  659 
Washington  St.  Landmark  Status. 

The  vote  came  sifter  the  commission 
had  accepted  a  petition  in  late  2002  to  re¬ 
assess  the  theater's  status. 

Denying  the  theater  landmark  desig¬ 
nation  clears  one  of  the  hurdles  standing 
in  the  way  of  a  proposed  30-story  tower 
that  is  slated  to  be  built  on  the  site  of  the 
Gaiety.

CCEP  Mini-Conference  Coming  Up

Chinatown  will  soon  see  another 
high-rise  luxury  development  along 
the  Washington  and  Essex  Street 
block.  Kensington  Place  is  a  proposed 
30-story  housing  project  with  336 
rental  units,  235  parking  garage  and 
some  retail.  While  15%  or  50  units  of 
the  project  will  be  affordable,  only  10 
units  can  be  considered  low-income  or 
Section  8.  The  remaining  40  units  will 
target  those  making  $40,000  -  $64,000  a 
year,  following  the  affordable  income 
guidelines  set  by  the  city's  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA). 

Kensington  is  similar  to  another 
project  across  Washington  Street 
called  Liberty  Place.  Both  projects  are 
about  the  same  size  and  are  targeted 
towards  upscale  residents  and  both 
create  the  same  set  of  problems  for 
Chinatown  --  gentrification  of  the 
neighborhood,  increased  traffic,  pollu¬ 
tion,  not  following  master  plans  and 
violation  of  zoning  laws. 

As  in  the  review  process  for  Liberty 
Place,  I  feel  the  BRA  will  listen  to  com¬ 
munity  residents  but  not  hear  their 
concerns.  There  have  been  many  pub¬ 
lic  meetings  on  Kensington  over  the 
course  of  the  past  year.  But  very  little 
has  changed  in  the  basic  proposal  in 
reaction  to  the  community's  concerns. 

Though  Kensington  is  technically 
within  the  Midtown  Cultural  District 
along  the  Washington  Street  border, 
the  fact  that  it  is  across  the  street  from 
Chinatown  does  not  mean  it  will  not 
have  an  impact  on  the  community. 

Just  like  Liberty  Place,  which  did 
not  follow  the  zoning  regulations  for 
Chinatown,  Kensington,  arguably, 
also  will  not  adhere  to  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  plan.  The  plan  calls 
for  low-rise  buildings  at  the  block 
where  Kensington  is  located.  The 
intent  was  to  not  overwhelm  the 
Chinatown  neighborhood  and  that 
there  be  space  for  performing  arts. 
Rather  than  build  within  the  zoned 
height  of  155  feet,  Kensington  is 
proposing  to  build  a  290  feet  building 
and  just  like  Liberty  Place,  the  BRA  is 
an  active  participant  in  pushing  for¬ 
ward  the  project  despite  community 
criticism  of  the  process.  To  build  that 
height,  Kensington  is  proposing  to  get 
a  Planned  Development  Area  designa¬ 
tion,  which  requires  having  a  one  acre 
site.  Kensington's  site  is  not  one  acre. 

For  Kensington  Place  to  be  built, 
the  BRA  will  need  to  clear  some 
parcels  on  its  site  by  using  eminent 
domain.  The  Glass  Slipper  strip  club,  a 
Vietnamese  gift  shop  and  smoke  shop 
would  be  forced  to  move. 

Just  as  with  Liberty  Place,  the  BRA 
claims  Kensington  Place  will  help 
Chinatown  to  remove  the  Combat 
Zone.  If  the  Glass  Slipper  was  taken  by 
eminent  domain,  it  is  possible  they 
could  move  back  to  Chinatown 
because  the  area  is  zoned  for  adult 


entertainment.  As  long  as  Chinatown 
is  zoned  for  adult  entertainment,  busi¬ 
nesses  will  operate  here,  as  in  the  case 
of  Centerfolds. 

At  many  public  meetings, 
Chinatown  residents,  leaders  and  oth¬ 
ers  have  showed  that  they  are  upset 
with  the  BRA's  handling  of 
Kensington  Place.  We  have  also  sent 
many  letters  to  the  BRA  outlining  our 
complaints  with  the  project,  such  as 
our  complaint  that  the  developer  was 
considering  using  surrounding  public 
ways  to  make  its  project  site  total  an 
acre. 

The  BRA  is  not  accountable  to 
neighborhoods,  because  the  BRA 
board  is  not  democratically  elected. 
The  agency's  director  and  board  are 
appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Because  of 
this,  it  appears  that  development  pro¬ 
jects  are  driven  more  by  political  con¬ 
nections  and  contributions  rather  than 
good  planning.  Chinatown  has  seen 
double  standards  in  terms  of  planning 
and  development.  For  example,  in  the 
case  of  Liberty  Place,  developers 
insisted  that  only  a  30-story  building 
would  be  economically  feasible. 
Interestingly,  a  project  right  next  to  the 
Kensington  building  site  is  only  7-sto¬ 
ries  high  and  can  still  meet  the  city's 
10%  affordable  requirement.  And  a 
block  away  at  Hayward  Place,  the 
BRA  capped  the  development  to  only 
15-stories  and  still  received  many 
developers'  bids.  What  is  also  not  sur¬ 
prising  is  the  inconsistency  to  the  way 
planning  is  done.  Less  than  half  a  year 
ago,  the  BRA  said  there  needed  to  be 
more  housing  in  Chinatown  and 
therefore  Liberty  Place  should  be  built 
high.  The  same  arguments  are  used  for 
Kensington  Place.  But  at  Hayward 
Place,  the  tune  changed  with  the  BRA 
saying  there  is  now  too  much  housing 
and  office  and  commercial  space  was 
designated  at  the  site. 

As  Kensington  prepares  to  get  final 
approval,  the  community  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  comment  on  the  pro¬ 
posal.  The  same  questions  will  be 
asked  again  because  they  were  not 
adequately  addressed  before  and  the 
same  answers  will  likely  be  given.  This 
is  a  cycle  that  will  continue  unless  the 
development  review  process  changes. 
Communities  should  be  able  to  pro¬ 
vide  real  input  and  demand  real 
changes  to  proposals  they  don't  like. 
We  need  a  city  planning  agency  that  is 
held  accountable  to  its  residents.  What 
Chinatown  can  do  is  to  continue  orga¬ 
nizing  community  members  and  point 
out  the  inequalities  of  the  current  sys¬ 
tem  and  how  we  can  advocate  for  an 
open  and  democratic  process  and 
improve  the  quality  of  life.

hygiene,  sex  education,  and  substance 
abuse  -  and  early  childhood  language 
learning  are  of  particular  importance  to 
Chan. 

In  addition  to  his  job  as  a  doctor  and 
his  school  involvement,  the  seven-year 
Brookline  resident  is  also  a  "soccer  dad." 

Busy  though  he  may  be,  he  still  enjoys 
his  new  involvement  in  local  politics. 

"It's  been  very  busy,  but  it's  also  been 
very  interesting,"  said  Chan. 

He  said  that  so  far  his  campaign  has 
been  well  received  in  the  town. 

"I've  gotten  a  lot  of  positive  feed  back  - 
from  not  only  the  Asian  American  com¬ 
munity',  but  also  from  people  who  aren't 
Asian  living  in  Brookline,"  said  Chan.

Masspike  Towers  II  in  the  Works 


Trinity  Financial  is  proposing  to  build 
a  13-story  residential  building  with  225 
units  on  what  is  now  the  Masspike 
Towers  parking  lot.

after  the  announcement  of  Kwan's  plans 
to  retire. 

"Asian  American  students  makeup 
about  19%  of  the  student  population  in 
Brookline,  so  I  think  it’s  important  to  par¬ 
ticipate,"  said  Chan. 

If  he's  voted  in  on  May  6,  Chan  will  be 
one  of  only  two  Asian  Americans  on  the 
nine  member  committee.  Fred  Wang  is  the 
only  other  Asian  American  on  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Three  members  of  the  committee 
are  elected  every  year. 

Chan,  who  is  originally  from  New 
York  and  speaks  Cantonese  and 
Mandarin,  has  two  children,  Nick  a  fourth 
grader  and  Maya,  a  kindergartner.

Parent  Teacher  Organization,  and  he  is  a 
vice  president  in  the  school's  after  school 
program. 

"I'm  very  interested  in  education,"  said

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State  Transportation  Committee  Hears  Bill 
to  Secure  Chinatown  Control  Over  Parcel

Current  and  former  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  spoke  at  an  April  29  hearing  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Senate  Transportation 
Committee  in  support  of  a  bill  that  would 
give  Chinatown  control  over  an  acre  and  a 
half  parcel  of  land. 

The  land,  known  as  Parcel  24  will 
become  available  for  development  when 
the  Big  Dig  is  completed.  Parcel  24  once 
was  home  to  many  Chinese  and  Syrian 
immigrant  families,  but  was  paved  over 
during  highway  construction. 

Speaking  to  State  Senator  Steven  A. 
Baddour  (D),  who  chairs  the  Senate 
Transportation  Committee,  current  and 
former  Chinatown  residents  as  well  as 
Chinatown  activists  told  why  they  feel  that 
giving  Chinatown  control  over  the  parcel 
would  right  past  wrongs. 

"My  name  is  Olivia  A.  Waishek,  and  I 
was  bom  on  and  lived  on  Hudson  Street 
until  I  was  18.  Almost  40  years  ago,  a  grave 
injustice  was  done  by  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority  to  the  residents  of  the 
South  Cove  and  in  particular,  the 
Chinatown  area,"  said  Waishek. 

As  were  many  other  families, 
Waishek's  family  was  forced  to  move  to 
make  room  for  highway  construction. 
According  to  Waishek,  property  owners 
were  paid  "only  a  mere  pittance"  by  the 
MTA,  which  now  owns  Parcel  24. 

"Who  knows  how  long  we  would  have 
remained  on  Hudson  Street,"  said 
Waishek,  "Our  life  was  good  there." 


Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
Director  Mark  Maloney  maintains  that  he 
supports  the  intent  of  the  people  pushing 
for  the  law,  but  thinks  that  passing  such  a 
law  isn't  necessary  because  a  process  to 
plan  for  the  parcels  is  already  in  place. 

Senate  Bill  1909,  which  was  co-spon- 
sored  by  Rep.  Salvatore  DiMasi  (D)  and 
Sen.  Dianne  Wilkerson  (D),  sets  guidelines 
for  Parcel  24's  development,  giving 
Chinatown  control  over  Parcel  24,  which  is 
now  the  westbound  ramp  of  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Extension. 

As  the  Big  Dig  is  completed,  that  ramp 
will  be  razed  and  the  land  will  become 
available  for  development.  The  parcel  is 
one  of  many  parcels  in  the  area  that  will 
open  up  as  the  Big  Dig  is  completed. 
Most  of  the  parcels  will  become  parks,  a 
few  will  be  developed. 

So  far,  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  has  been  lead¬ 
ing  the  push  to  get  the  land  for 
Chinatown  by  hosting  a  series  of  month¬ 
ly  meetings  discussing  how  to  get  the 
land  back. 

Doug  Ling,  executive  director  of 
ACDC,  said  that  former  Hudson  Street 
residents  who  were  forced  to  move  out  in 
the  1950s  and  1960s  were  "grossly  under 
compensated  for  the  loss  of  their  homes." 
Ling  told  of  Doris  Tow,  who  had  to  move 
from  her  Hudson  Street  home  and  was 
offered  only  $7,000.  She  later  won  a  law¬ 
suit  on  the  grounds  that  she  was  under 
paid  for  her  home  and  was  awarded 
$18,000,  said  Ling. 


"We  want  Parcel  24  to  be  sold  or  leased 
to  a  community-based  development  entity 
for  nominal  value.  We  want  Parcel  24  to  be 
developed  according  to  the  Chinatown 
Master  plan.  And  we  want  whatever  is 
developed  on  Parcel  24  to  restore  a  com¬ 
munity-friendly,  residential  character  to 
the  Hudson  Street  community  and  the 
Chinatown  neighborhood,"  said  Ling. 

Testifying  against  Bill  1909  was  Robert 
Tuchmann,  Co-Chair  of  Mayor's  Task 
Force  for  the  parcels  that  will  become 
available  when  the  Big  Dig  is  finished. 


"We  are  totally  in  support  of  what  they 
are  trying  to  do,"  Tuchmann  said,  but,  he 
doesn't  think  a  law  would  be  appropriate. 

He  said  that  a  community  planning 
process  was  already  underway  and  that 
people  pushing  for  the  bill  "fear  someone  is 
going  to  snatch  (Parcel  24)  away  from 
them." 

Replying  to  Tuchmann,  Sen.  Baddour 
said:  "there's  a  trust  issue." 

"What's  wrong  with  giving  them  the

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Asian  American  Legal  Group  Alarmed 
by  Attorney  General's  Decision  to 
Detain  Asylum  Seekers  without  Bond 


The  National  Asian  Pacific  American 
Legal  Consortium  is  alarmed  by  a 
recent  decision  by  U.S.  Attorney 
General  John  Ashcroft,  vacating  a  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  Board  of  Immigration 
Appeals  and  deciding  that  an  18-year 
old  Haitian  refugee  must  be  detained 
while  awaiting  his  asylum  appeal. 

Ashcroft  sets  a  precedent  that 
requires  immigration  judges  detain  asy¬ 
lum  seekers  during  their  quest  for  sanc¬ 
tuary  on  the  basis  of  only  minimal  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  government  about  the 
entire  group,  applying  what  NAPALC 
warns  are  overbroad  and  vague  stan¬ 
dards.  NAPALC  is  further  concerned 
this  policy  will  be  used  to  unfairly 
detain  other  groups  of  asylum  seekers, 
such  as  Asians. 

"Here  we  have  yet  another  executive 
policy  needlessly  targeting  individuals 
who  flee  persecution  or  torture  and 
come  here  seeking  freedom,"  said 
Karen  K.  Narasaki,  Executive  Director 
of  NAPALC.  "Many  asylum  seekers 
have  suffered  extreme  trauma,  and 
should  only  be  detained  if  a  fair  and 
individualized  judicial  inquiry  deter¬ 
mines  it  is  absolutely  necessary.  This 


policy  unacceptably  undermines  this 
principle." 

"The  rationale  behind  the  Attorney 
General's  order  will  possibly  be  used  by 
government  attorneys  as  the  basis  for 
the  indefinite  detention  of  other  groups 
of  asylum  seekers,"  said  Phil  Ting, 
Executive  Director  of  Asian  Law 
Caucus.  "The  rationale  behind  his  order 
is  so  vague  and  far-reaching,  it  could 
easily  be  extended  to  Asian  asylum 
seekers,  who  also  sometimes  arrive  in 
groups  by  sea,  such  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Golden  Venture  in  1993." 

"This  policy  runs  counter  to  our 
nation's  fundamental  aversion  to  mass 
detentions  that  are  not  based  upon  an 
individualized  inquiry  by  a  judge,"  said 
Stewart  Kwoh,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Asian  Pacific  American  Legal  Center. 
"In  a  bond  hearing,  an  immigration 
judge  listens  to  reasons  for  both  release 
and  detention  of  an  individual.  Blanket 
rules  should  never  control  this  process."

and  the  Josiah  Quincy  Upper  schools  are 
now  figuring  out  how  to  tighten  their  bud¬ 
get  for  next  year. 

Cutting  about  a  half  million  dollars 
from  the  elementary  school's  budget 
means  cutting  teachers'  assistants,  increas¬ 
ing  class  sizes,  restricting  the  school's  pool 
use,  and  counting  on  teachers'  retiring, 
said  Suzanne  Lee,  principal  of  the  school. 

Lee  said  that  a  half  million  dollars  adds 
up  to  about  six  teachers,  but  she  hopes  to 
minimize  the  number  of  teachers  who  will 
be  cut  because  some  teachers  will  be  retir¬ 
ing,  and  laying  off  teachers'  assistants.  She 
said  she'll  have  to  "cut  out  a  lot  of  class 
room  help." 

If  enough  teachers  retire,  said  Lee,  "I'm 
not  in  essence  loosing  a  body,  but  those 
positions  are  gone.  It  would  mean  that  the 
class  sizes  are  going  to  go  up." 

Allison  Moy,  a  mother  of  a  first-grade 


Quincy  Elementary  School  student,  said 
she's  already  noticed  the  effects  of  the 
tightening  budget.  She  said  there  are  fewer 
cafeteria  workers  serving  the  students  at 
lunch  time,  and  she's  being  asked  to  pur¬ 
chase  stationary  and  pencils  for  her  son 
who  attends  the  school.  Though  the  cost  of 
the  stationary  isn't  much  said  Moy,  it's  still 
difficult  to  afford  because  her  husband, 
who  was  recently  laid  off  and  now  works 
part  time  supports  her,  her  son,  and  her 
baby  girl.  She  said  that  being  asked  to  pay 
for  stationary  and  pencils  makes  her  feel 
"miserable." 

In  fact,  many  of  the  schools'  822  stu¬ 
dents  come  from  families  who  are  trying  to 
make  ends  meet.  Lee  estimates  that  about 
70%  of  the  school's  students  come  from 
parents  who  are  at  or  below  the  poverty 
level. 

"Something  that  people  fail  to  see,"  said 
Lee,  is  that  these  school  cuts  are  being 
made  at  a  time  when  other  social  services

for  the  poor  are  also  being  cut. 

The  school  is  being  hit  with  a  "double 
whammy,"  said  Lee,  because  she  must 
implement  the  new  English  immersion  law 
at  the  same  time  she  has  to  cut  spending. 
About  78%  of  her  students  are  non-native 
English  speakers  and  about  60%  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  Chinese  Americans,  said  Lee. 

According  to  Lee,  the  cost  of  retraining 
teachers  so  that  the  English  immersion 
program  can  be  implemented  poses  a 
"tremendous  cost  for  the  school  system 
and  it  comes  at  a  time  that  we  can  least 
afford  it."  At  her  school,  however,  she  said 
she  is  fortunate  to  have  bilingual  teachers 
and  to  have  already  invested  in  new 
English  books  and  materials.  But,  she  said, 
having  to  increase  class  sizes  and  layoff 
teachers'  assistants  will  make  it  more  chal¬ 
lenging  to  implement  English  immersion, 
which  is  an  English  as  a  Second  Language 
teaching  method  that  was  recently  voted  in 
as  a  state  law. 

Next  year,  Lee  said,  grades  three,  four, 
and  five  will  likely  have  only  one  teacher 
for  every  28  students. 

"I'm  not  looking  forward  to  that,"  she 
said. 

Bak  Fun  Wong,  principal  of  the  Josiah 
Quincy  Upper  School  said  his  school  will 


be  hit,  but  not  as  hard  as  other  schools 
because  the  upper  school  is  a  pilot  school 
and  has  more  budget  flexibility.  Cuts  at  the 
school  will  fall  mostly  on  supply  expenses. 
Less  teacher  hiring  is  also  likely,  said 
Wong.  The  school  serves  about  360  stu¬ 
dents. 

"It  doesn't  mean  that  the  cut  is  not  hurt¬ 
ing...  but  we  will  be  able  to  avoid  the  hurt 
where  it  hurts  the  most,"  said  Wong. 

In  late  March,  Boston  Public  Schools 
announced  a  proposed  2004  budget  based 
on  the  anticipated  state  budget.  The  bud¬ 
get  called  for  slashing  nearly  $38  million, 
or  10%,  from  Boston  public  schools,  reduc¬ 
ing  the  central  BPS  office  by  $13  million, 
increasing  class  sizes  by  3  people  in  all 
grade  levels,  freezing  salaries,  closing  five 
schools,  and  advertising  of  school  busses. 

Punctuating  the  effect  of  budget  cuts, 
Palumbo  said  that  even  with  level  funding, 
schools  can  end  up  short  changed.  The  cost 
of  running  the  schools  increases  year  by 
year,  said  Palumbo.  Increasing  fixed  costs 
and  pay  raises  that  have  been  negotiated 
with  unions  bring  up  the  cost  of  running 
the  schools,  he  said. 

Lee  agrees,  "Even  with  level  funding 
the  deficit  becomes  huge."

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sion  came  two  weeks  after  a  meeting  at  which 
a  group  of  preservationists,  architectural  his¬ 
torians,  journalists,  Chinatown  residents,  and 
others  testified  in  favor  of  preserving  the  the¬ 
ater,  while  members  of  Historic  Boston,  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects,  and  a 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  leader  tes¬ 
tified  against  landmarking  the  theater. 

At  the  April  22  meeting,  the  Landmarks 
Commission  staff  recommended  that  the  nine 
commission  members,  who  all  have  voting 
power  and  who  are  all  volunteers,  deny  des¬ 
ignating  the  theater  as  a  landmark. 

The  commission's  executive  director,  Ellen 
Lipsey,  opened  the  meeting  by  telling  of  a 
building  that  was  denied  landmark  status  in 
1979  and  warned  commissioners  of  the  tough 
decision  they  were  about  to  make  concerning 
the  Gaiety. 

"We  feel  the  theater  is  worthy  of  preserva¬ 
tion,  but  it  doesn't  rise  to  the  level  of  a  land¬ 
mark,"  said  commissioner  Jeffrey  Pond. 

"If  you  look  at  it  from  the  narrow  view  of 
the  theater,"  said  commissioner  John 
Freeman,  then  the  theater  is  important,  but  he 
said,  the  theater  should  be  looked  at  in  a  larg¬ 
er  context. 

Susan  Pranger,  vice-chair  of  commission, 
called  the  theater  "exceptional,  but  not  so 
exceptional"  that  it  deserves  landmark  desig¬ 
nation. 

The  Gaiety  Theatre  Friends,  a  group  who 


had  organized  the  effort  to  save  the  Gaiety 
from  demolition,  has  been  promoting  the  the¬ 
ater's  design,  which  allows  theater-goers  to 
see  the  stage  from  every  seat  without  obstruc¬ 
tion,  the  theater's  role  in  providing  a  space  for 
African  American  and  vaudeville  perfor¬ 
mances  in  Boston,  and  the  theater's  fire-safety 
features. 

Commissioner  John  Amodeo  said  that  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  Gaiety  Theatre  when  it  was  first 
constructed  nearly  a  hundred  years  ago 
"would  have  been  a  great  experience."  He 
noted  that  old  newspaper  reviews  of  shows  at 
the  theater  remarked  that  no  columns  stood 
in  the  way  of  the  audience's  views. 

"The  legacy  of  African  American  involve¬ 
ment  (in  theater)  is  more  closely  connected  to 
buildings  in  New  York,"  said  commissioner 
Pamela  Hawkes. 

The  commission  did  request  that  the  the¬ 
ater  not  be  demolished  until  Kensington 
Investment  Co.  has  received  all  permits. 
Other  potential  roadblocks  for  Kensington's 
project  include  having  the  city  take  property 
used  by  three  businesses  by  eminent  domain 
and  getting  past  a  zoning  requirement  that 
the  apartment  tower's  site  be  one  acre,  though 
the  site  is  not  one  acre. 

Kensington,  which  has  owned  the  Gaiety 
since  1986,  promises  to  build  an  exhibit  in  the 
lobby  of  the  apartment  building  that  com¬ 
memorates  vaudeville  and  the  Gaiety. 

The  Gaiety  Theatre  Friends,  however,  say 
they  still  plan  to  fight  for  the  theater's  preser¬ 


vation. 

If  the  developer  can't  get  the  proper  per¬ 
mits  to  build  the  building,  said  Gaiety  Friend 
John  Little  "they  might  want  to  sell  the  build¬ 
ing  and  we  might  want  to  buy  it." 

Little  called  the  Landmarks  Commission's 
decision  not  to  grant  the  Gaiety  a  landmark 
designation  "a  set  back." 

After  the  vote.  Gaiety  Friend  Steve 
Landrigan  said  he  was  upset  that  the 
Landmarks  Commission  did  not  appear  to  be 
swayed  by  the  fact  that  the  Gaiety  had 
housed  African  American  performances  in 
the  early  1900s. 

"It's  the

"We're  sympathetic  of  the  com¬ 
munity,"  said  Tuchmann,  but  he 
said  that  the  bill  was  unnecessary 
and  could  potentially  cause  prob¬ 
lems  in  the  future. 

"A  number  of  neighborhood 
groups  are  saying  that  their  voices 
aren't  being  heard  (during  the  city's 
community  processes),"  said 
Baddour. 

Others  who  testified  in  favor  of 
the  bill  included  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  activists,  Michelle  Yee 
and  Serene  Wong,  activist  Lydia 
Lowe,  and  former  Hudson  Street 
resident,  Reggie  Wong. 

On  May  6,  the  Transportation 
Committee  will  finish  hearing  testi¬ 
mony  opposed  to  the  bill. 

The  bill,  which  was  filed  on  Dec. 
4,  2002,  is  one  method  ACDC  and  a 
coalition  of  Chinatown  groups  are 
using  in  hopes  of  getting 
Chinatown's 
name  on  the  par¬ 
cel  on  Hudson 
Street,  South  of 
Kneeland  Street.

2000,  and  that  the  lot  be  developed 
to  restore  a  "community-friendly, 
residential  character  to  the  Hudson 
street  community  and  to  the 
Chinatown  neighborhood." 

The  bill  calls  for  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  form  a 
neighborhood  advisory  committee, 
which  would  be  co-chaired  by  a 
representative  of  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority,  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  BRA,  and  at  least  one  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity. 

Community  members  would  be 
able  to  join  the  committee,  which 
would  have  "no  formal  powers  or 
voting  procedures,"  but  would  be 
able  to  make  recommendations  on 
the  development  of  the  Parcel,  and 
would  hold  three  community  meet¬ 
ings  in  Chinatown. 

Under  the  bill,  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority 
would  draft  a  request  for  proposals 
based  on  the  already  described 
guidelines.  The  Turnpike  Authority 


would  then  pick  the  development 
team  after  working  with  the 
Chinatown  advisory  committee  to 
narrow  the  list  of  proposals.

This  is  an  American  film.  As  you  may  or  may  not 
have  seen  in  its  poster.  Better  Luck  Tomorrow  has  six 
main  characters:  the  boyfriend,  the  beauty,  the  over¬ 
achiever,  the  mastermind,  the  clown,  and  the  muscle. 

Oh  yeah,  just  one  tiny  detail  -  they're  all  of  Asian 
descent. 

That's  right.  They're  not  your  typical  Asians  in 
today's  cinema  (or  any  era's,  for  that  matter).  They're 
not  geisha  girls,  not  martial  arts  experts,  not  geeks,  not 
struggling  immigrants,  not  mafia  members. 

As  mentioned  before,  this  is  an  American  film.  It's  a 
coming  of  age  movie  about  a  group  of  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  not  very  different  from  your  typical 
American  high  school  student.  They  worry  about  get¬ 
ting  into  college,  acing  the  tests,  having  enough

At  the  end  of  the  film,  you'll  find  yourself 
blown  away  by  what  had  just  happened. 

Lin,  along  with  co-writers  Ernesto  M.  Foronda  and 
Fabian  Marquez,  hooks  you  within  the  first  few  min¬ 
utes  of  the  film  with  a  glimpse  of  a  body  part  that's 
buried  in  someone's  backyard.  And  so  right  away,  the 
movie  has  the  audience's  attention. 

This  amazing  team  of  writers  has  also  created  char¬ 
acters  that  are  anything  but  one  dimensional  and  bor¬ 
ing.  There's  Steve  (played  by  John  Cho),  the  Boyfriend,

went  to  class  at  the  Norwich  School.  He 
remembered  discrimination  and  racial 
problems  at  school,  so  he  returned  to  Hong 
Kong  after  only  a  year  of  study  in  textile 
management  at  the  University  of  Leeds. 
From  the  1970s  into  the  late  1980s  in  Hong 
Kong,  his  songs  kept  him  on  top  of  the 
chart  as  a  pop  singer.  His  public  appeal 
was  quick  when  he  showed  his  smooth 
buttocks  in  "Erotic  Dream  of  the  Red 
Chamber"  -  his  film  debut  produced  in 
1978.  After  that  he  became  more  famous 
with  his  dramatic  roles  as  gangster  or 
ghost,  lover  or  villain,  in  many  Hong  Kong 
television  soap  operas  of  that  time. 

It  was  in  1993  with  the  release  of 
"Farewell  My  Concubine"  in  his  role  of  the 
cross-dressed  opera  star  that  Leslie 
Cheung  attracted  international  attention. 
He  became  a  regular  at  the  Cannes  Film 
Festival.  Another  film  "Temptress  Moon" 
directed  by  Chen  Kai-Ge  with  co-star  Gong 
Li  added  to  his  international  acclaim.  He 
had  worked  with  famous  directors  before 
that  period.  He  worked  with  Wong  Kar- 
Wai  in  "Days  of  Being  Wild"  released  in 
1990. 

It  was  "Happy  Together"  that  brought 
fame  and  more  movie  fans  to  director  Kar- 
Wai,  Leslie  and  Tony  Leung  Chiu-Wai. 
The  movie's  opening  scene  shocked  and 
entertained  audiences  when  two  men 
made  love  to  each  other. 

After  that  Leslie  played  more  daring 
roles  on  screen  and  sang  more  controver¬ 
sial  lyrics  in  songs.  Leslie's  songs  were 
always  about  dreams  and  romance. 
Mostly  in  Cantonese,  but  also  in  Mandarin, 
he  sang  about  the  classic  pain  and  parting, 
about  sexual  love  and  fantasy  or  about  rev¬ 
olutionary  freedom  and  fever.  Names  of 
lyricists,  composers,  and 
musicians  from  his 
songs  became 
o  u  s  e  h  o  1  d 
words. 

The  catchy 
poetry  and 
phrases  of  his 
lyrics  were 
common  senti¬ 
ment  and 
slang  of 
street  lan¬ 
guage  for  the 
9  9  0  s 
Cantonese 
gener¬ 
ation  —  espe¬ 
cially  his 
song  "Left 


Right 
Hand." 
His  Asian 
male  fans 
would  adore 

Leslie  more  for  his 
years  of  public  loy¬ 
alty  to  another  Asian 
man. 

The  climb  of 
Leslie's  popularity  coin¬ 
cided  with  the  fading  of 
blind-love,  arranged  mar¬ 
riages  that  were  replaced  by  the 
popular  growth  of  mutual  love 
among  a  younger  generation  of 
Chinese.  His  fame  also  coincided 


with  the  diaspora  of  the  Cantonese  fami¬ 
lies  and  the  commercial  success  of  Hong 
Kong  movie  and  music  distribution  world¬ 
wide.  His  songs  and  roles  spoke  much  to 
the  cultural  problems  and  social  benefits  of 
mutual  love.  Leslie  directed  specific  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  want  for  a  reciprocal  match  in 
gender,  race  or  ethnicity,  and  personality. 
His  movie  characters  often  using  English 
first  names  and  not  Chinese  names  called 
attention  to  the  mixed  cultural  personali¬ 
ties  affecting  a  younger  Chinese  genera¬ 
tion. 

Parting  is  like  Passing  through 
Together 

No  one  could  have  guessed  that  a  cul¬ 
tural  icon  bringing  so  much  happiness  to 
millions  of  fans  could  be  in  such  despair. 
What  kind  of  mental  or  financial  torture 
made  Leslie  jump  off  the  24th  floor  of  the 
Mandarin  Oriental  Hotel  terrace?  His  fans 
can  only  guess  the  real  pain  that  pushed 
Leslie  to  his  death.  It  was  speculated  that 
his  own  vanity  for  immortality  made  him 
stage  that  dramatic  leap  from  a  famous 
hotel  to  land  on  the  classy  Connaught 
Road  just  4  days  before  the  annual  Ching 
Ming  festival  for  the  dead.  From  this  year 
on,  at  Ching  Ming  of  every'  year  Cheung 
Kwok  Wing  will  be  remembered  and  wor¬ 
shipped  by  his  fans. 

His  fans  will  remember  him  for  his  flir¬ 
tatious  songs,  his  elaborate  costumes  in 
high  heels,  and  for  the  fun  and  dance 
enjoyed  in  Atlantic  City'  or  Las  Vegas. 
Leslie  flirted  with  his  exposure  and  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  West  as  make-believe,  but  he 
remained  serious,  maybe  too  serious, 
about  his  roots  as  a  Chinese  man.  His 
brothers  and  sisters  will  remember  Leslie 
for  his  generous  financial  support  given  to 
them  in  good  old  familial  fashion.  Change 
and  transformation  was  a  regular  part  of 
his  professional  life  in  the  public  eye.  He 
seemed  to  enjoy  the  pressure  and  the  acco¬ 
lade.  Only  Leslie  would  know  how  he  felt 
during  his  last  hours  in  life. 

Leslie  sang  sweetly  about  honoring 
one's  true  self  and  attracted  a  large  female 
following.  And  he  chose  to  die  as  the  first 
male  movie  star  following  a  long  list  of 
Hong  Kong  female  stars  who  jumped  off 
high  places.  He  played  heavy  masculine 
roles  of  violent  abandon  in  bed  and  in  mar¬ 
tial  arts  as  if  they  were  a  natural  mix  of  fan¬ 
tasy  and  reality.  The  roles  were  also 
apparent  that  men  need  to  separate  mas¬ 
culinity  with  sexuality  during  a  lifelong 
journey  to  ultimate  manhood.  Leslie  never 
offered  solutions  in  his  songs  or  from  his 
characters.  But  he  had  pointed  to  many 
cultural  confusion  and  deep 
personal  hatred 
that  needed 
sound 
atten¬ 
tion. 
Above 
all, 
Leslie's 
suicide 
>.v~ls  attention  to  the 
need  for  healthy  states  of 
mind.  His  death  calls  attention  to  the  iso¬ 
lation  and  emptiness  when  family  and 
friends  are  not  an  intimate  part  of  fame 
and  fortune.  Though  he  tried  to  overcome 
a  destructive  inner  self  as  the  perpetual  All 
Fei  or  a  loser  in  many  of  his  movies,  in  real 
life  he  lost  the  battle  despite  his  profes¬ 
sional  and  personal  success. 

Now,  his  songs  of  afflicted  love  and  tor¬ 
tured  emotions  are  real  verses  that  are 
more  meaningful.  They  make  helpful 
guide  for  his  young  fans  to  better  under¬ 
stand  the  consciousness  of  gender  and  to 
take  seriously  the  consuming  flames  of 
sexuality. 

As  he  had  serenaded  his  fans,  from 
now  on,  the  moon  takes  the  place  of 
Leslie's  heart.

His  suicide  made  headlines. 

His  handsome  face,  still  in  the  spring  of 
youth,  graced  the  front  pages. 

The  stage  photos  from  his  international 
concert  tours  remind  fans  of  his  seductive 
star  quality.  A  composer,  singer,  actor, 
female  impersonator,  poet,  and  performer, 
his  songs,  concerts  and  movies  reached  an 
international  audience.  He  was  mourned 
on  television  in  Japan,  Singapore,  and 
Corea.  His  songs  in  Cantonese  are  trans¬ 
lated  and  his  movies  in  Mandarin  are 
dubbed  into  various  Chinese  dialects  and 
other  Asian  languages.  At  the  satellite 
broadcasted  memorial  concert  before  the 
funeral,  the  entertainment  world  of  Hong 
Kong  came  out  en  masse  to  grieve  for  a  tal¬ 
ent  suddenly  extinguished. 

The  tragic  news  has  been  a  regular  fea¬ 
ture  in  major  Chinese  newspapers  with 
global  circulation.  The  news  reports  are 
most  sympathetic.  Many  of  his  movie  and 
music  fans  since  the  1970s  have  followed 
his  steady  climb  to  the  heights  of  fame  and 
wealth.  Pages  and  pages  of  photos  and 
reports  of  his  funeral  the  following  week 
allowed  his  fans  from  around  the  world  to 
say  goodbye.  Chow  Yun-Fat  in  a  black  suit 
and  tie  was  pictured  at  the  funeral  in  Hong 
Kong.  Though  his  youthful  death  at  46 
was  unexpected,  his  fans  will  remember 
the  man  whose  sentimental  songs  and  bold 
screen  images  started  a  new  Chinese  cul¬ 
tural  era  -  in  both  the  make  believe  social 
world  of  role-playing  and  the  every  day 
mortal  world  of  reality-testing. 

Rightfully,  death  reports  of  this  celebri¬ 
ty  of  twenty  plus  media  years  are  most  dif¬ 
ferent  from  the  others.  To  many,  Leslie 
Cheung  Kwok-Wing  is  an  artist  who  rep¬ 
resents  personal  courage.  His  was  a 
courage  that  challenged  the  standards  of 
popular  culture,  both  Chinese  and  interna¬ 
tional.  In  particular,  he  dared  to  confront 
the  contemporary  Chinese  sexual  outlooks 
on  same-sex-romance.  Leslie  played  with 
Chinese  nerves  on  the  subjects  of  sex  and 
gender.  He  toyed  with  Western  correct¬ 
ness  on  sexual  politics.  By  doing  so,  his 
images  on  the  silver  screen  and  the  poetry 
in  his  songs  broke  social  barriers  in  the 
Chinese  entertainment  industry.  He 
opened  a  path  for  a  new  Asian  era  on 
romantic  story-telling.  And  in  doing  so,  he 
introduced  a  new  perception  to  look  at 
Chinese  male  sexuality. 

Since  the  first  coverage  of  his  April  1st 
death,  news  on  his  public  and  personal  life 
has  been  unprecedented  for  the  Chinese 
media.  In  this  era  of  strong  media  influ¬ 
ences,  there  are  many  things  to 
interpret  from  the  news.  One 
sentiment  stands  out 
among  the  many 
written  and 
photo-journai 
tributes.  In 
death 
with 
out¬ 


pouring  public  affection,  the  media  elevat¬ 
ed  Leslie  Cheung  Kwok-Wing  to  Ge-ge  - 
Big  Brother.  Goh-go! 

Goh-  go  this,  Goh-go  that,  Goh-go  here, 
Goh-go  there.  Ai-ya-ya-ya!  Leslie  would 
be  pleased  to  read  reports  of  his  high  social 
status  in  death.  Surely,  something  differ¬ 
ent  is  in  the  making  for  a  new  way  of 
Chinese  thinking. 

Leslie  would  enjoy  how  the  media  is 
treating  his  surviving  partner.  Tong-tong 
here.  Tong-tong  there.  Ai-ya-ya!  The 
affectionate  name  used  to  address  the 
grief-stricken  Daffy  Tong  Hok-Tak, 
Leslie's  boyfriend  of  20  years,  is  most  inti¬ 
mate.  The  public  is  pulled  into  the  person¬ 
al  life  of  Daffy  and  Leslie.  The  media  has 
been  at  its  kindest,  and  the  most  careful. 
What  had  been  previously  incredulous  is 
now  credible  given  the  reality  reports  with 
deep  emotions.  The  Chinese  media 
crossed  another  milestone  by  publicizing 
the  romance  of  two  men. 


Peace,  Freedom,  and  Mutual  Love 


Leslie  was  a  son  of  the  cultural  turmoil 
that  followed  a  long  Chinese  civil  war  for 
self-sufficiency.  He  was  the  tenth  and  last 
child  of  a  mainland  refugee  family  who 
took  shelter  in  Hong  Kong  away  from  the 
Maoists.  The  Red  Guards,  during  the 
Cultural  Revolution,  killed  his  land  own¬ 
ing  Grandfather  Cheung  who  had 
remained  behind  in  their  ancestral  home. 
Though  Father  Cheung  managed  to  make 
a  living  as  a  tailor,  he  was  a  compulsive 
gambler.  Leslie  talked  about  how  Father 
was  never  home  for  his  wife  or  children. 
Mother  and  Father  Cheung  fought  every 
time  they  were  together,  and 
Leslie  remembered  grow¬ 
ing  up  in  a  big  unhap¬ 
py  family.

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SARS  Guidelines  for  Persons  in  the  General  Workplace  Environment 

The  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC)  is  investigating  the  spread 
of  a  respiratory  illness  called  severe  acute  respiratory  syndrome  (SARS).  Because  the 
outbreak  has  initially  affected  international  travelers  who  have  recently  visited  main¬ 
land  China;  Hong  Kong;  Singapore;  and  Hanoi,  Vietnam,  CDC  issued  a  travel  adviso¬ 
ry  for  people  traveling  to  those  areas.  You  can  learn  more  about  SARS  from  the  World 
Health  Organization.  These  web  sites  will  be  updated  as  soon  as  new  information  is 
learned. 

SARS  is  an  infectious  illness  that  appears  to  spread  primarily  by  close  person-to- 
person  contact.  Potential  ways  in  which  infections  can  be  transmitted  include  touching 
people  or  objects  that  become  contaminated  with  infectious  droplets  and  then  touching 
your  eyes,  nose  or  mouth. 

Workers,  who  in  the  last  10  days  have  traveled  to  a  known  SARS  area,  or  have  had 
close  contact  with  a  co-worker  or  family  member  with  suspected  or  probable  SARS 
could  be  at  increased  risk  of  developing  SARS  and  should  be  vigilant  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  fever  or  respiratory  symptoms  (cough  or  difficulty  breathing).  If  these  symp¬ 
toms  develop  you  should  not  go  to  work,  school,  or  other  public  areas  but  should  seek 
evaluation  by  a  health-care  provider  and  practice  infection  control  precautions  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  home  or  residential  setting;  be  sure  to  contact  your  health-care  provider 
beforehand  to  let  them  know  you  may  have  been  exposed  to  SARS  so  arrangements  can 
be  made,  as  necessary,  to  prevent  transmission  to  others  in  the  healthcare  setting. 
Information  is  from  the  CDC  Web  site.

There's  Virgil  (Jason 
Tobin),  the  Clown,  the  goofball  who  trips, 
makes  snide  comments,  messes  up  a  lot, 
but  hey,  he's  got  that  4.0  GPA  and  a  killer 
resume.  There's  Stephanie  (Karin  Anna 
Cheung),  the  Beauty,  who  is  way  more 
than  just  beauty  and  has  way  more  than 
your  average  brain.  And  there's  our  pro¬ 
tagonist  Ben  (Parry  Shen),  the 


Overachiever,  who  seems  perfect  in  every 
way,  but  is  there  really  such  a  thing  as  per¬ 
fection? 

It's  a  delight  watching  the  actors  por¬ 
tray  their  complex  characters,  especially 
Jason  Tobin,  who  as  Virgil,  could  effective¬ 
ly  go  from  hysterical  because  of  happiness 
to  hysterical  because  of  fear  within  sec¬ 
onds.  And  Parry  Shen  wins  the  heart  of  the 
moviegoers  as  sweet  and  vulnerable  Ben. 

Yes,  this  is  an  American  film.  But  it's 
still  an  Asian  American  film.  And  Justin 
Lin  is  smart  enough  to  know  that  you  can't 
have  an  all-Asian  American  cast  without 
discussing  race.  That  would  be  like  living 
in  denial.  The  characters  do  talk  about  race 
but  not  to  the  point  that  the  subject  matter 
drives  the  storyline.  It's  an  issue,  but 
they've  got  much  bigger  issues  that  they 
need  to  worry  about.
